The undersigned would like to thank Examiner Dombroske for his helpful 
explanations on October 20, 2005 as to the procedural steps required to further this 
petition. 

This renewed petition is supported by: 

Four statements that the "the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due 
date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) 

Renewed Petition for Revival of an International Application 
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was unintentional" signed by (i) all the inventors (statements (I) to (III)) as well as (ii) the 
assignee (ASSIGNMENT document enclosed) of the present application (statement 
(IV)) (see attached). Applicants believe that the attached addresses the Office's 
concern raised in the paragraph bridging page 1 and 2 of the "Decision on Petition" of 
September 29, 2005. 

As the Office acknowledged in its decision (1) the required reply in form of the 
basic national fee and (2) the petition fee have been paid with the filing of May 6. 2005. 
As the Office also noted, no terminal disclaimer is required in this case. Applicants 
respectfully submit that with the current submission all requirements for a petition to 
revive an abandoned application on the grounds that the failure to reply was 
unintentional (37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b)) are fulfilled. 

The Office also noted in the decision on petition that the inventor "Klaus-Peter 
Eisenwiener" was identified in the original international application as "Klaus 
Eisenwiener," thus omitting the second part of the inventor's first name. Applicants 
note that the underlying international application was filed in the European Patent Office 
with the then assignee of the invention as the applicant. The names of the inventors 
were only made part of the international record for U.S. filing purposes.

However, Klaus-Peter Eisenwiener did, in the declaration submitted on May 6, 
2005, declare that he, Klaus-Peter Eisenwiener, is the inventor of the international 
application. Applicants submit that this differs from a situation where a mistake as to 
the inventor's name was made in the inventors' declaration (MPEP §605. 04(b)). 
Applicants will, nonetheless, if the Office maintains its position, submit a petition under 

Renewed Petition for Revival of an International Application 
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37 CFR §1.82 promptly upon notification by the Office. However, applicants 
respectfully submit that, even if such a petition under 37 CFR §1.82 should be 
necessary, this fact should not hold up the ruling on this petition. From MPEP 
§605.04(b) it appears clear that even in cases where a petition under 37 CFR §1 .82 is 
clearly required, the absence of a grant of such a petition will NOT stall the prosecution 
of the application. By analogy, applicants respectfully submit that the omission of the 
second part of the inventor's first name from the PCT filing papers, even if it would 
require a 37 CFR §1.82 petition, should NOT stall the present petition process, in 
particular, in view of the nature of the present petition. 

The application status remains that of a small entity (37 C.F.R. §1.27). 

No further fees are believed to be due. However, the Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to charge account 50-3135 for additional fees required for consideration of 
and action on any part of the petition to revive.
